BACKGROUND : 

The State school land within Fort Irwin has been used 
exclusively for military purposes since 1942. In 1978 the 
United States of America obtained, through leasehold 
condemnation Civil No. 77-1159 JWC, the right to the exclusive
use and occupancy of 21, 120 acres of State school land, located 
within fort Irwin Military Reservation, San Bernardino County. 
The just compensation awarded was the amount of $21, 120 per 
annum. The term, beginning April 3, 1977 and ending March 31, 
1978, was extendible yearly thereafter at the election of the
United States until March 31, 1982, without the right of
extension thereafter. 

On January 8, 1982, the Department of the Army, Los Angeles 
District, Corps of Engineers requested an interim voluntary 
lease of the 21, 120 acres of school land within Fort Irwin, 
because completion of a proposed exchange of such State land
with the United States General Services Administration was 
quite unlikely prior to the March 31, 1982 expiration date of
the leasehold condemnation. The lease rental offered and 

accepted was $21, 120 per annum. An interim voluntary lease 
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approved by the Commission (Minute Item Cl, February 25, 1982)
was for a term of one year with the option to extend the lease 
for one additional year. Subsequently the said lease was 
extended through March 31, 1984. 

In December 1983, Commissic staff was advised by the United
States General Services Administration no further work would be 
undertaken on the exchange of 362 acres of Federal land located
near Camarillo and Dixon for the 21, 120 acres of school land 

within Fort Irwin. The National Communication Agency decided 
to retain the 160 acres near Dixon which upset the equal value 
element required for exchange. GSA was unwilling to 
restructure the exchange using other property. 

Following the above development, the Army Corps of Engineers
rovealed its interest in the outright purchase of the school 
land in Fort Irwin, informing staff that funding for the 
purchase would be placed in the Department's budget proposal 
for the 1985 fiscal year. In the meanwhile, the Department
would continue to lease the State land within the Fort Irwin 
from the Commission in the amount of $21, 120 per annum. 

CURRENT SITUATION: 

On June 11, 1985, the Army Corps of Engineers advised 
Commission staff of the military need for the acquisition of
21, 120 acres of State school land all within the confines of 
the Fort Irwin Military Reservation. 

Federal funds in the amount of $2, 112,000 have been received by 
staff and placed into suspense until such time this project is 
approved. Staff has reviewed and approved the appraisal, 
submitted by the Army Corps of Engineers, as to fair market 
value.

statutory exempt project. The project is
exempt because it involves an action taken 
pursuant to the school land Land Bank Act,
P. R. C. 8700, et seq: and 2) under the
general rule that CEQA applies only to
projects which have the potential for 
causing a significant effect on the
environment. The staff believes there is 
no possibility that this project may have a
significant effect on the environment. 

Authority: P. R.C 8710 and 14 Cal. Adm. 
Code 15061(b) (3). 

2 . The consideration of $2, 1 12, 000 plus
accrued interest will be deposited in the 
School Land Bank Fund to facilitate the 
management of school lands for the purpose 
of generating revenue and carrying out the
goals of the School Land Bank Act, the 
State Lands Commission will be acting as
Trustee for the School Lands Bank Fund 
pursuant to Division 7.2 of the P. R. C. 

3. The Army Corps of Engineers has requested
that the following stipulations be included 
in the reservation within the patent to the
United States. 

a. The reservation to the State of 
California of all mineral deposits
contained in the subject lands and the 
right of surface entry be allowed at
the discretion of the Commander, 
National Training Center and Fort Irwin. 

b The reservation to the State of 
California, the right to fish 
thereupon, subject to the concurrence
of the Commander, National Training 
Center and Fort Irwin. 

The staff of the State Lands Commission and 
the Attorney General's Office concur with
the proposed stipulations because there are 
no waters to fish upon within the subject 
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lands, the extreme ordinance contamination
of the land and the stipulations are 
presented in the interest of public safety
and national security. 

Staff has determined that the subject lands
are not suitable for cultivation without 
artificial irrigation. 

5 Staff has filed a General Plan for this 
activity with the Legislature pursuant to
PRC 6373.
